REMARKS 

Entry of this Amendment is proper under 37 C.F.R. § 1.116, because the 
Amendment places the application in condition for allowance for the reasons

As noted in the Official Action Summary, claims 5-7 and 15 are pending. 
Applicants note with appreciation that claim 15 stands allowed. Claims 5-7 are 
canceled herein, without prejudice or disclaimer thereto. Applicants reserve the right 
to file at least one continuation application directed to any subject matter canceled by 
way of the present Amendment. 

Objections to the Specification 

The specification is objected to as purportedly failing to provide proper 
antecedent basis for the claimed subject matter. Specifically, the Office asserts no 
basis can be found in the specification for claim 7. Claim 7 is canceled herein 
without prejudice or disclaimer thereto. As such, this objection is moot. 

Rejections Under 35 U.S.C. $ 112, first paragraph 

Claim 7 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, as purportedly 
failing to comply with the enablement and written description requirements. In the 
interest of expediting prosecution and without acquiescing in the rejections, claim 7 
is canceled herein without prejudice or disclaimer thereto. As such, this rejection is 
moot.
